With Hatch not running, eyes on Romney 


Advisers expect Utah Senate campaign, 
but say he hasn’t made his decision

WASHINGTON — Mitt Rom- 
ney on Monday was skiing in 
Deer Valley, Utah, heading down 
the slopes with a small group 
that included his wife and his 
longtime adviser Spencer Zwick. 


When someone in the group 
asked whether Romney would 
run for Senate in Utah, the for- 
mer presidential candidate 
shrugged, according to a source 
who was there. He had thought 
about it, he said, but he wasn’t 
sure whether longtime Senator

president in 
2008 and 2012. 


Orrin Hatch would retire. 
About 24 hours later, on 
Tuesday afternoon, Hatch an- 
nounced that he would not seek 
an eighth term, dismissing Pres- 
ident Trump’s pleas that he run 
again and paving the way for 
Romney to reenter the political 
limelight with a Senate bid. 
Romney advisers said Tues- 
day that they expect him to run 
for the seat, although the man 


known for employing a method- 
ical decision-making process 
has not made a final decision. 
One adviser said that any an- 
nouncement would not come 
anytime soon.

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After a week of 
record-tying cold, a 
potent snowstorm 
is on the horizon

Fresh from a record-tying streak of 
cold, Massachusetts faces more weath- 
er misery Thursday: a storm that could 
bring high winds, near-blizzard condi- 
tions, and up to a foot of snow before 
giving way to another blast of intense 
cold on the first half of the weekend. 

The National Weather Service is- 
sued a winter storm watch, effective 
from late Wednesday night through 
late Thursday night, warning that 
damage to trees and power lines is 
possible. Forecasters say the possibili- 
ty of power outages is especially worri- 
some, given the expected return to bit- 
ter cold at week’s end. 

It’s hard to believe that it’s early 
January and the area has already expe- 
rienced a depth of cold this winter not 
seen in a century. 

Tuesday marked the end of a seven- 
day stretch when temperatures didn’t 
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Fishing boats were hemmed in by the ice on Tuesday at the Wellfleet Town Pier. Winds could gust over 60 m.p.h. on Cape Cod Thursday.

make it over 20 in Boston, a feat 
achieved only one other time since re- 
cords started being kept here in 1872. 
The other time was a century ago, in 
the bitter winter of 1917-1918. 

Now comes a fairly high-impact 
snowstorm. The snow is expected to 
begin in the Boston area between 4 
and 8 a.m. Thursday and continue 
through the day before coming to an 
end anywhere from 5 to 10 p.m., the 


Massachusetts Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency said. 

The city is likely to receive 8 to 12 
inches, but those numbers could go 
higher if the storm moves farther west. 

Eight to 12 inches is expected for 
New Hampshire’s coastal plain down 
through Rhode Island. The snow will 
be heavier and wetter toward South- 
eastern Massachusetts and the Cape

oversight 


As pricey projects loom, 
officials vow to ride herd

As it embarks on major projects like 
the $2.3 billion Green Line extension and 
a replacement of its fare system, the 
MBTA is reckoning with an old Achilles’ 
heel: keeping outside contractors in line. 

In the past few months, the Massachu- 
setts Bay Transportation Authority has: 

m Acknowledged it should have kept a 
closer eye on the company behind the 
long delays in providing the Ride service 
for passengers with disabilities. 

m Withheld payments to the firm man- 
aging its parking garages. 

m Singled out shoddy construction 
work on a rail safety project as an exam- 
ple of “contractors run amok.” 

m Renewed criticism of its largest out- 
side contractor, Keolis Commuter Servic- 
es, operator of the commuter rail system. 

But with the Green Line extension and 
a $723 million contract to install and run 
a new fare-collection system coming, offi- 
cials acknowledge they need to get better 
at riding herd on contractors. 

“Tt’s a skill set to be able to work with a 
vendor,” said Transportation Secretary 
Stephanie Pollack. “The necessity of doing 
a better job is clear, both from what’s been

WASHINGTON — If you were expect- 
ing a smooth, uncontroversial start to 
President Trump’s first full business day 
of the new year Tuesday, you were wrong. 
It began with a flurry of misleading or 
inaccurate tweets sent by the president 
between the hours of 5 and 8:30 a.m.

Tuesday, on topics including Hillary Clin- 
ton, his own Justice Department, the 
news media, protests in the Middle East, 
North Korea, and even commercial avia- 
tion.
